Suggestions for car pooling 
persons: Check your tire 
pressure and increase it two 
or three pounds above your 
solo level if you haul four or 
more persons. Also check 
voür car for safety, brakes, 
horn, tires. Of course a 
tuneup will mean better gas 
economy too. 

Remember a successful 
cooperating car pool de:

Gas saving tip: If you have 
a car you shift, be sure to 
shift when your engine is 
ready. Don't stay. in gear 
until your motor is seream- 
ing. Of course don't 
downshift at excessive 
speeds so your engine 
over-revs as it acts as a 
brake. Shift at normal levels 
for best gas consumption.
